Thna  on  the  birth  of  a  child— to  be 
giu  at  the  beginning — it  was  impera¬ 
tive  that  both  the  mother  and  babe 
should  be  ' ‘sained' ’ — that  is,  a  tlr  can¬ 
dle  was  carried  thrice  round  the  bed, 
and  a  Bible,  with  a  bannock  or1  somo 
bi'-ail  and  cheese,  was  place«l  under  the 
pillow  and  a  kind  uf  blessing  muttered 
— to  propitiate  the  “good  people.” 
Sometimes  a  fir  candle  waa  set  on  the 
bed  to  keep  them  off.  If  the  newborn 
allowed  any  symptom  of  frartiousnoM, 
it  was  supposed  to  be  a  changeling,  and 
to  test  the  truth  of  this  supposition  the 
child  was  placed  suddenly  before  a  peat 
tire,  when,  if  really'  a  changeling,  it 
made  its  escape  by  the  “leun,  ”  or  chim¬ 
ney.  throwing  back  words  of  scorn  as  it 
disappeared.  Them  was  much  eagerness 
to  get  the  babe  baptized  lest  it  should 
be  stolen  by  the  fairies.  If  it  died  un- 
christened,  it  wandered  in  woods  and 
solitary  places,  lamenting  its  melan¬ 
choly  fate,  and  was  ofteu  to  be  seen. 
Such  children  wore  called  “tarana. "

If  the  babe  kept  quiet  during  the  cere¬ 
mony,  the  gossip*  mourned  over  it  as 
destined  to  a  short  life  and  perhaps  not 
a  menry  one;  hence,  to  extort  a  cry.  the 
woman  who  received  it  from  the  (athit 
would  handle  it  roughly  or  even  pinch 
it  .
